Protagonist, Antagonist Debate Merits, 
Justifications for House Committee 


“The House Un-American Ac- 
tivities committee has no right 
to engage im judiciary activi- 
ties,’ stated Burton White, 
chairman of the Bay Area Stu- 
dents Committee for the Aboli- 
tion of HUAC in his debate 
Wednesday with Fulton Lewis 
If, narrator of the film Opera- 
tion Abolition, 

White, a graduate student and 
Engtish instructor at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berke- 
ley, was one of the 63 persons 
arrested last May during the 
San Francisco demonstrations 
against HUAC, 

Violates First 

He stated that the commit- 
tee’s actions violates the first 
amendment and creates a cli- 
mate wherein differences of 
opinion are stifled. 

“The purpose of the commit- 
tee is to propose legislation, It

said. He mentioned the 40,000 
name “black list” published by 
the commmittee, and the sub 
poenaing of teachers, release of 
their names, and the subsequent 
failure to hear their cases. 

This was followed by the 
thought that the U.S. must not 
allow mere thought to be a 
cause for punishment 

Fulton Lewis III, a graduate 
of the University of Virginia 
former radio news director in 
Jamestown, N.Y., and former re- 
search analyist to HUAC stated 
“To understand the House Un 
American Activities Committee 
you must understand the prob- 
lem... communism.” He added 
that England was “waking up 
to the problem of communism 
and intended to establish a 
group on much the same lines 
as HUAC 

Cites Record 

He brought out the record of 
129 bills recommended to Con- 
gress in 1960 of which 35 were 


made into laws. He admitted 
the term “un-American” was 
hard to define, but that the 


committee was the best method, 
to date, to keep up on the 
machinations of the Communist 
party. 

“Communism attaches itself 
to a fine, good cause. This is 
one of their prime patterns of 
subversion. They then bring 
about the opposite end of the 
cause they joined.” 

He terminated by saying that 
the committee wasn't infallible, 
but asked if there is a more

constructive way to go about de- 
feating subversion. 

There followed a discussion 
period during which Lewis re- 
ceived the majority of ques- 
tions. He was asked why dossiers 
were circulated concerning the 
teachers that were subpoenaed, 
he stated that this 
was, for the most 
part, released by the teachers 
themselves. He claimed that 
this was normal procedure for 
those arrested, in order to gain
